I was talking on the sub- 
ject of coal, and since he mentions it, I re- 
eall the fact of his statement that he 
was commanding a vessel that was one- 
tenth of a mile long and that she could 
not turn her engines over under 150 tons 
also that he could not 
remain there very long; that he would 
have to go to Key West.

Admiral Schlev then referred to his con- 
versation with Admiral Sampson regard- 
ing his instructions about not bombardc- 
ing fortifications as follows:

/'WHY RAYNOR PUT SCHLEY’S _ 
COMMISSION IN EVIDENCE 


Washington, November 4.—‘Special.)— 
Raynor introduced Schley’s commission as 
a rear admiral today to show that his 
promotion to that grade was a recogni- 
tion of his services in the Santiago cam- 
paign. Raynor proposes, in his argument, 
to show that President McKinley, after 
hearing the charges against Schiey, dis- 


‘ posed of them and practically vindicated 


Schley by promoting him from the rank 
of commodore to rear admiral. This was 
after the subject had been tied up in 
the senat?. Schley’s friends claim that 
the president’s action should be consid- 
ered as a complete refutation of the alle- 


gations made against him. 


+e — 
Hanna claimed that the trip was not 
made as expeditious as possible. He cited 
the fact that the Towa, which went by 
way of Havana, made much better time. 

Mr. Hanna then took up the question of 
the blockade at Cienfuegos. He said that 
Admiral Schley had testified that the ves- 
sels in the daytime tried a ruse to in- 
duce the enemy. to.come over. He called 
attention to the fact that this was not 
communicated to the captains of any of 
the vessels. He then read from the offi- 
cial documents to show that coaling was 
a practicability. and that it was contin- 
uotlsly going on at the time reports re- 
garding its impracticablty were made. He 
said that Admfral Schley left Cienfuegos 
under order No. 8, telling him if he was 
“Satisfied that the Spanish fleet was not 
at Cienfuegos, to proceed with all dis- 
patch, but cautiously, to Santiago.” 

‘How it was possible,” said the speaker, 
“in view of this order to report to the 
Secretary of the navy, as Admiral] Schley 
did, that he would not move unfil the 
next day, is inexplicable.” 

He then stated that while Admiral 
Schley had reported that he would not 
leave until the 25th, he did actually start 
on the evening of the 24th. 

Mr. Hanna also quoted the order direct- 
ing Commodore Schley to leave Cienfue- 
gos before daylight of May 23d, and said 
that as this order had directed that, if 
possible, the squadron should leave be- 
fore daylight of that day it should be con- 
strued as a message of urgency. ‘‘Almost 
every word of this message imparts haste 
and urgency,’ he said. ‘‘Evidently,” he 
continued, ‘“‘the commander-in-chief did 
not expect Commodore Schley to remain 
at Cienfuegos after its receipt.’’ He then 
proceeded to show that while this dis- 
patch bore the same date as No. 8, it was 
really later, because while No. 8 had been 
dated at Key West, the above order had 
not been written until the arrival of Ad- 
miral Sampson at Havana, 90 miles east- 
ward. Hence he contended that this order 
should have superseded No. 8. ‘Clearly 
then,’’ he said, ‘“‘Commodore Schley was 
under urgent instructions to leave for 
Santiago; he did not do so, and did not 
leave until the evening of the next day.”’ 

“This concludes the subject of the first 
and second specifications,” said Mr. 
Hanna. 

He presented the following points cover- 
ing these specifications, which he said he 
had made in the form of inquiries: 

1. Why the flying squadron was dilatory 
in arriving at Cienfuegos. 

2. Why the squadron was held there 
after the receipt of Sampson's order writ- 
ten and dated oft Havana May 1, saying: 
“Be at Santiago May 24.” 

3. Why nothing was done to communi- 
cate with the Cubans after the receipt of 
tue McCalla memorandum, 8:15 May 23; 
and particularly why the three light sig- 
nals, that had attracted general attention 
on board the fleet, were not investigated 
after Commodore Schley learned that 
there were Cubans in the neighborhood 
where such signals wetfe displayed. 

4. Why order No. 6, directing that steps

‘‘As to whether the fighting ships should 
have been held back for the Eagle, I 
do not express an opinion before this 
court,’’ said Mr. Hanna, and then, with 
this sentence, he landed the squadron 2 
miles south of Santiago May 26, and then 
took up the retrograde movement.

It was at this point that the scout boats 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Yale were en- 
countered, and Mr. Hanna referred to 
this incident, narrating Captain Sigsbee’s 
visit to Commodore Schley on board the 
Brooklyn and the contradictory testimony 
concerning the purpose of the captain's 
communication for himself and Captains 
Jewell and Wise. Mr. Hanna thought 
there could be no difficulty In explain- 
ing the apparent contradictions. Captain 
Sigsbee was an officer of experience and 
knew very well that the fact that he had 
not seen the fleet was not evidence that 
the fleet was not there. If Captain Sigs- 
bee had said positively the fleet was not 
on the inside, Commodore Schley should 
have refused to accept it as utterly il- 
logical. Mr. Hanna said: 

“Tt should think that if Commodore 
Schley had received information that set 
his mind at rest sufficiently to warrant 
his turning his squadron back toward 
Key West, convinced him conclusively 
that the Spanish fleet was not there, he 
would surely have stated that in his next 
telegram to the department. 

Mr. Hanna took up specification 4, re- 
ferring to the retrograde movement. He 
said that in making this movement Com- 
modore Schley had not only taken away 
from Santiago the fighting ships of the 
fiying squadron, but also the scout ves- 
sels, located there by the government to 
watch the mouth of the harbor. “Dur- 
ing this time,’’ he said, “‘the gates of the 
harbor were left entirely unguarded, and 
it was not our fault that Cervera’s fleet 
did not get away without being de- 
stroyed.’’ 

Mr. Hanna had not completed his argu- 
ment when the court adjourned for the 
day.

JONES SENDS A JUROR TO JAIL. 


Ex-Governor of Alabama Appears on 
the Bench in Montgomery. 

Montgomery, Ala., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The United States district court for 
the middle district of Alabama was open- 
ed at noon today, Judge Thomas G. Jones 
presiding for the first time. The first ju- 
dicial act of the new judge from the 
bench was to send a grand juryman to 
jail for contempt. The marshal was call- 
ing out jurors’ names and each answered 
in his turn. When the name of A. W. 
Glover, a local railroad man, was called 
he answered ‘‘here’’ in a loud and boister- 
ous manner. As he came forward he was 
clearly the worse for liquor. The judge 
called Him to the stand and instructed the 
marshal to put him in jail for four hours 
for coming into court in that condition.

London, November 4.—What is regarded 
as an important announcement, prepar- 
ing the people of Great Britain for new 
taxes and fresh loans, was made tonight 
by the chancellor of the exchequer, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, in a speech at 
Bristol. After alluding to the enormous 
increase in the ordinary expenditures of 
the government, he reviewed the war 
taxes and said that the ever-increasing 
demand for the national exchequer gave 
reasons for careful thought and even 
anxiety for the future. 

“The cost of the war in South Africa 
is enormous,” said Sir Michaek ‘“‘It still 
drags. It may be, when next year comes, 
that I may have to ask the people of 
this country to bear even greater burdens 
and to make even greater sacrifices.”’ 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach announced 
that the government was communicating 
with the authorities in South Africa with 
a view to a change of the situation of 
the concentration camps and to an ame- 
lioration of their conditions.

Mrs. Kelly, a sister of the prisoner, cor- 
roborated the statements of the defend- 
ant. 

Frank Glynn, a livery clerk at the 
barn from which was sent the telephone 
message notifying Mr. Cudahy of the let- 
ter being thrown on his lawn, was unable 
to identify Callahan as the man who 
did the telephoning. He was sure, how- 
ever, that the pony he rode was the one 
known as the Burris pony and which 
Sam Burris testified to having sold to 
Callahan and a companion.

Case Against Farmers’ Loan and 


Trust Company Won’t Stand. 

Macon, Ga., November 4.~Judge Par- 
dee, of the United’ States circuft ecurt, 
has dismissed the intervention of Pobert 
M. Farrar et al., in the case of tits Cen- 
tral Railroad and Banking Company of 
Georgia v. Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company. 

Intervenors claimed misapplication of 
$360,000 received in settlement of rental 
claims held by the Southwestern railroad 
stockholders against the Central ral'road 
company. The court holds that the Cen- 
tral had no control of the disposition of 
the funds, and is therefore not properly 
a defendant. It also holds that the in-- 
tervention is stale as against the South- 
western, because the intervenors have 
been receiving dividends from the com- 
pany’s use of the funds, which was a 
ratification of ail that was done by the 
company.

CARTER CASE IN SAVANNAH. 


Answers and Demurrers Are Filed in 
United States Court. 


Savannah, Ga., November 4.—In the 
United States court this morning an- 
swers and demurrers were filed by the 
defendants in the case of the United 
States v. Oberlin M. Carter and others. 
This is the case in which the government 
has proceeded to hold up certain securi- 
ties and other property held in the name 
of Oberlin M. Carter or those closely as- 
sociated with him. ‘ 

Ex-Captain. Carter, Lorenzo D. Carter 
and Stanton I. Carter filed demurrers 
alike. ' The affidavit of ex-Captain Car- 
ter is dated at Leavenworth, Kans., Oc- 
tober 25. 

It is contended that the government 
has made no case that entitles it to an 
equity or relief and that the bill contains 
no matter of equity whereon the court 
can grant a decree or give any r@ief. 

It appears upon the face of the Dill, 
says the answer, that there is another 
cuit pending for the same matter be- 
tween the same parties. The discovery 
sought in the bill is in aid of a criminal 
suit and not in aid of a suit of a civil na- 
ture. There are several causes in the 
bill and if the complainant is entitled to 
relief it should have sued at law upon 
the several causes. The defendant there- 
fore demurs to the bill and asks the 
judgment of the court whether he shall 
be compelled to make further answer 
and prays to be dismissed with his cests 
and charges most wrongfully sustained. 

The answer of the Edison Electric II- 
luminating Company shows that on its 
books when it was the Brush Electric 
Light Company, Oberlin M. Carter ap- 
peared as the owner of fifty shares of its 
capital stock, six shares of which were 
transferred to him June 3, 1895, and 
twenty-one shares June 29, 189, and twen- 
ty-three shares October 5, 18%, all of 
which were transferred by Carter, Jan- 
uary 27, 1899, since which date no stock 
has been owned by Carter to the defend- 
ant’s knowledge and that except as 
stated the defendant is a stranger to all 
the matters and things in the plaintfis 
bill. Te defendant denies all manner of 
unlawful combinations and confederacy 
wherewith it is by the bill of the com- 
plainant charged. 

The answer of the Savannah Brewing 
Company shows that on June 1, 184, 
there was issued to Carter certificate No. 
F231 for twelve shares of its capital stock, 
and June 25, 1895, certificate No. 467 was 
issued him for thirteen shares. The stock 
is still in the name of Oberlin M. Carter 
on the company’s books. The rest of the 
answer is similar to that of the Edison 
Electric Company. 

All of the above answers and demurrers 
were filed by Walter G. Charlton, attor- 
ney for the defendants.

Tampa, Fla., November 4.—A .cable- 
gram was received here this afternoon

HO PARTY MACHINERY IN IT 


Secretary of State and State Treasurer 
Are To Be Placed by the Men 
Who Have the Interest of 
State at Heart—Small 
Vote Anticipated. 


Jackson, Miss., November 4.—(Special)— 
The campaign fer secretary of state and 
treasurer has been b@ught to a close, 
and the candidates,who have been making 
an active canvass of the field, have re- 
turned home to await the result of to- 
morrow’s battle of ballots. 

The contest to be ended within the next 
few hours is remarkable in the political 
history, in that it is the first time state 
officers have been chosen at the polls 
without the intervention of party ma- 
chinery.

Five Planets in Conjunction. 


Editor Constitution: On September |] my 
learned fri2nd, Hon. George Hillyer, contrib- 
uted to your paper an exceedingly interest- 
ing an dinstructive article asking the atten- 
tion of lovers of beautiful and sublime 
astronomical spectacles to the remarkable 
conjunctioas which will occur near about the 
period of ful! moon jn November. He con- 
cludes his erticle as follows: 

“I have met somewhere with the. statement 
that in remote Chinese traditions, or his- 
tory, there is an account of a wonderful con- 
junction of five planets. Can any of wr 
learned astronomers tell us about that?’’ 

As no “learned astronomer’’ has yet con- 
tributed his knowledge in response to the re- 
quest, perhaps Judge Hillyer and your read- 
ers will accept the result of my research. 

On September 15, 1186, Mercury, Venus, 
Mars, Jupiter and Saturn were in conjunc- 
tion between the wheat-ear of Virgo and 
Libra The earliest record we posséss of an 
occurrence of this kind is of Chinese origin. 
It is stated that a conjunction of Mercury, 
Mars, Jupiter and Saturr in the constella- 
tion Shi (which corresponds to Libra) was 
assumed a= an epoch by the Emperor Chu- 
enhio, and it has been found by M. M. 
Desvignole and Kirch that such a conjunc- 
tion actually did take place. (Sailly, Astron, 
Ancienne, p. 345, Desvignole’s original me- 
moir appears in Mem. de l’Acad. de Berlin, 
Vol. Ul, and Kirch’s, in Vol V, of same 
series. ) 

Another calculator, M. de Mailla, fixes upon 
February 9, 2441, B. C., as the date of the 
conjunction in question; and he states that 
the four planets named above, and the moon 
besides, were comprised within an arc of 12 
degrees. He gives the foilowing positions;

In Documents Astronomique Importants on 
Curieux I find the date given as the year 
2449 B. C., but this date is followed by 
the sign, plus or minus, and the name of the 
emperor is Chuenkuh, a grandson of Hoang- 
Ti, who organized a system of chronology, 
the Chinese calendar used to this day. This 
learned prince is regarded by the Chinese as 
having discovered the lunar cycle of nineteen 
years which returns the eclipses of the moon 
in the game order. This was rediscovered 
2,000 years after by Meton. Fo-Hi was the 
founder of the Chinese empire, but Chinese 
traditions accord to Shin-Hung, his imme- 
diate successor, the organization of the first 
astronomical observations in China. This 
emperor mounted the throne about the year

Planter Clay Shows His Friends 
Check for $6,000.

ONLY A THIRD OF HIS CROP 


Receipts at Americus Are 4,000 
Bales Less Than for the Same 
Period Last Year. 


Americus, Ga., November 4.—(Special.) 
The sale of one lot of two hundred bales 
of cotton Saturday by Captain C. C. Clay, 


reported. Mr. Clay will make 600 or 700 
bales this year on his plantation near 
Americus, and the lot just sold is but a 
portion of his crop. The sale netted Mr. 
Clay more than %,000 and a check upon 
one of the local banks for that sum was 
shown his friends. In this conection it 
may be said that while not a few farm- 
ers here may hold all or a portion of 
their crop in the expectation of better 
prices, the majority of them, fearful of 
a continuance of the present decline, are 
selling as fast as possible. Several hun- 
dred bales were sold Saturday at prices 
ranging from 6 to 7 cents. The .money 
was at once applied to maturing obliga- 
tions. The crop is rapidly being gath- 
ered and if fair weather continues for a 
short while longer it will ail be out of 
the fields. The top crop will not amount 
to much for lack of rain during the past 
six weeks, the fields now being veritable 
dust beds. Up to this date the ware houses 
in Americus have received 18,275 bales of 
cotton, against 22,500 at this date 
year. With the press receipts included, 
the total for Americus to date will ex- 
ceed 40,000 bales.

JRNED AT STAKE 


‘ouisiana Crowd Loses No Time 
in Disposing of Qutlaw, 
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Negro’s Life Is Snapped Out with a 
Quick, Hot Fire Near Gulfport, 
in Mississippi—He Con- 
fesses His Crime Before 
He Dies. 


New Orleans, La., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A negro, whose name is unknown, 
though a vigorous inquiry has been made, 
was burned at the stake in Perry, Har- 
rison county, Mississippi, a station on the 
Gulf and Ship Island railroad, 15 miles 
from Gulfport. 

The crime for which the negro was 
burned was committed early Sunday 
morning. 

Mrs. Fortenberry was the victim. She is 
the wife of one of the most prominent 
country gentlemen.: She was attacked, 
beaten into unconsciousness and crimi- 
nally assaulted by the negro. After re- 
covering consciousness, but yet almost too 
weak to move, she began crying for help. 

Within a short time assistance reached 
her. She told the story of the crime. The 
negro was described. A posse was organ- 
ized and a search was begun for the 
criminal. 

A negro answering the description given 
by Mrs. Fortenberry was caught. He was 
carried: back to the home and there identi- 
fied by her. She stated positively that he 
was the negro who had‘committed the 
crime. 

The nerve of the negro quickly gave 
way and he made a confession of his 
crime, telling all the details he had previ- 
ously denied. 

An informal court was organized by the 
members of the posse. The trial resulted 
in a decision to burn the negro. He was 
carried from the house to the exact scene 
of his crime and there burned at the 
stake. 


WILL MAKE SHOW AT ST. LOUIS. 


Alabama Is Preparing for the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition. 

Montgomery, Ala., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Alabama will be represented at the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition at St. 
Louis. Commissioner of Agriculture R. 
R. Poole is elated over the success of the 
exhibit he made at Buffalo, on which he 
expended only $5,000, and which received 
more medals and honorable mentions 
than the exhibit of any southern state. 
Mr. Poole will preserve the non-perish- 
able portions of the Buffalo exhibit as the 
basis of his display at St. Louis. He 
eays: 

.*‘We will spend $10,000 on the Louisiana 

Parchase display, and with the articles 
we have in hand we will be able to make 
ten times the show we had at Buffalo. 
Our exhibit there was small, but for gen- 
ulne merit, showing the resources of the 
state. I do not yjeld the palm to any 
state, north or south. We will be on the 
lookout from now until the time comes 
for new articles for our display.”’ 

Under the new constitution Mr. Poole 
will be cofimissioner of industries as well 
as of agriculture, and the scope of the 
St. Louis exhibit will be correspondingly 
widened. 


FEDERAL COURT CONVENES. 


Building and Loan Association Con- 
tracts To Be Considered. 
Jackson, Miss., November 4.—(Special.) 
Federal court for the southern district of 
Mississippi convened here today and at 
tomorrow’s session the litigation institut- 
ed by building and loan associations to 
recover on contracts alleged to be usuri- 
ous, and aggregating over a half million 
dollars, will be taken up. As the federal 
court has already declared one form of 
the loan contract of foreign concerns to 
be not usurious, there is little doubt as 
to how a majority of the cases still pend- 
ing will be decided, although the Missis- 
sippi supreme court has taken a directly 
opposite view of the same form of con- 
tract. The federal court will also have a 
large criminal docket to dispose of. 


HOGS PROVED GOOD SENTINELS. 


Revenue Officers Locate Illicit Stills 
in Fayette County, Alabama. 

Birmingham, Ala., November 4.—(Spe- 

clal.}—Major W. C. Hanlin, deputy col- 


lector, and Bob Smith deputy marshal, re- 
port a raid in Fayette county near Bul- 
lard postoffice; where they captured a 300- 
gallon copper still and arrested one of the 
alleged proprietors, Henry Haynie. Two 
men were at work at the still when the 
officers quietly appeared. Both men 
would have been captured, but for a 
Grove of hogs.

MRS, SCHLAPBACH I$ HELD 


; 
Judge Lumpkin, at Hearing, Refused 
To Permit Her To Give Bail. 


SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST HER 


Was Arrested by Recommendation of 
Grand Jury and Charged with 
Accessory in Wall Killing. 


Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of the supertor 
court, yesterday afternoon denied bali to 
Mrs. M. Schlapback, charged with being 
an accessory to the killing of Jesse Wall, 
and an order was issued remanding her 
to jail until November 18, the date set 
for the trial of the case. 

Jesse Wall was shot to death on October 
23 by R. E. Keith, son in law of Mrs. 
Schlapbach, and she was arrested shortly 
after the killing. Application for bail 
for her was made last week by Attorney 
T. W. Rucker, of Atlanta, and Repre- 
sentative Copeland, of Walker’ county, 
and the hearing was set for yesterday 
afternoon. The hearing was. begun short- 
ly after 3 o’clock in the superior court 
room and continued until about 5 o'clock, 


4 during which time a number of witnesses 


were introduced. The state was repre- 
sented by Solicitor Charley Hill. 

Mrs. Schlapbach’s attorneys endeavored 
to show by evidence that there was no 
conspiracy between her and Ketth to kill 
Wall; that their object in hunting for 
Wall on the day of the killing and the 
visit to the house where he was stay- 
ing was for the purpose of having an 
understanding about charges of improper 
conduct between him and Mrs. Keith and 
to have him go to their home and face 
her; also that Mrs. Schlapbach was not 
aware that Keith was armed, and did not 
know he had any intention of violence 
toward Wall. On the other hand, the 
state contended that Mrs. Schlapbach had 
aided and abetted the killing and evidence 
was introduced in an effort to show the 
Testimony was also presented to show the 
character of Mrs. Schlapbach to be 
good. 

Both Mrs. Schlapbach and Keith were 
present in the court room and were put 
on the stand to testify that Mrs. Schlap- 
bach had no criminal connection with the 
killing. 

At the conclusion of the testimony So- 
licitor Hill made a short speech and was 
followed by Attorney Rucker. Attorney 
Copeland concluded the argument. Judge 
Lumpkin questioned Solicitor Hill about 
the length of time before the trial of 
the case and was informed that it is set 
for the first case on the third Monday 
in this month. Judge Lumpkin then de- 
nied the application. 

The killing of Jesse Wall occurred at 26 
Jones avenue. Keith had been informed 
that there had been improper relations 
between his wife and Wall. On the 22d of 
last month Keith, in company with Mrs. 
Schlapbach, went to the house.on Jones 
avenue and the shooting occurred at the 
front door. Wall was shot three or four 
times and died shortly after the first 
shot was fired. Keith surrendered to the 
police. On recommendation of the coro- 
ner’s jury, Mrs. Schlapbach was arrested 
aS an accessory. The case has attracted 
considerable attention, owing to the fact 
that a woman is implicated, being one of 
the rare cases of its kind ever presented 
in this section. 


PROVIDES FOR 3-CENT FARES. 


Council Wants Law Passed in Inter- 
est of Passengers Who 
Have To Stand. 

An important measure proposed during 
the meeting of council yesterday was the 
resolution by Councilman Longino pro- 
viding that the legislature be requested 
to pass a law requiring street railway 
companies to exact only 8 cents of pas- 
sengers who were not provided with 

seats on cars. 

The paper was unanimously adopted. 
It carried with it the provision that copies 
be transmitted to Hon. John M. Slaton 
and Hon. C, C. Houston, Fulton's repre- 
sentatives in the legislature, with the re- 
quest that they take the matter up at 
once, 

The resolution by the same councilman 
seeking to have the sum of $12,000 appro- 
priated by the finance committee of next 
year to continue the asphalt paving on 
Whitehall street from Humphries street 
bridge to the tracks of the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad was also adopted. 
The city’s share of the work would 
amount to but $6000, and the county, it 
was stated, now stands ready to do half 
the work. 

This section of the street was to have 
been repaved last year. Property owners 
had given five feet on either side so that 
the street could be widened. 

Some discussion was had on the resolu- 
tion by Councilman Barrett calling for a 
charter amendment authorizing each 
council to fix the salaries of its members. 
The resolution sought to restore the pay 
of councilmen to $50 a month. They now 
receive $25, a cut having been made in 
1896. The paper was referred to the com- 
mittee on salaries, upon motion of Coun-- 
cilman Minhinnett. 

While the debate was in progress Coun- 
cilman Grady moved that the matter be 
referred to the committee on manufactur- 
ers, statistics, freight rates and transpor- 
tation and the committee on public build- 
ings and grounds. Councilman B@rrett 
was on his feet in a moment. ) 

“I take Councilman Grady’s motion as 
a personal insult,’’ said he. Turning to 
the councilman from the sixth, he said: 
‘T’ll see you outside after this meeting.”’ 

Councilman Grady took occasion to say 
that his motion was not made with any 
desire to insult the councilman from the 
first. He said he regretted that Mr. Bar- 
rett had so construed it. Councilman 
Barrett appeared to be satisfied with this 
explanation. Later he excused himself 
from the meeting. 

Several other papers were considered, 
and then adjournment was taken. The 
aldermanic board held a special meeting 
to act upon the paper providing for the 
widening of Whitehall street in the vicin- 
ity of Brotherton street. 
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WAS BURNED AWAY 
HALF A YEAR AGO 


Jacksenville Has About Wiped Out 
Marks of Recent Fire. 


THOUSAND HOUSES GOING UP 


New City Hall Promises To Be One 
of the Handsomest Structures in 
the South When It Is Com- 
pleted — Designs At- 
tract Attention. 


Jacksonville, Fla., November 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Sunday last was the semi-anniver- 
sary of the great fire which swept Jack- 
sonville six months ago. Since that time 
Jacksonville’s wonderful progress in re- 
building has astonished the whole coun- 
try. With the week just ended there has 
been a still further material increase to 
the number of permits issued, and many 
of these are for important buildings or 
residences. 

One thousand one hundred and fifty- 
eight buildings are now being erected, 
and the two thousand mark will be reach- 
ed at no distant day. 

The total number of buildings destroyed 
was 2,368. Of the 1,158 buildings going up 
12 are of brick and 1,033 are ‘‘frame’”’ 
houses. The number of persons who have 
applied for permits since the fire is 912. 

Plans for the proposed municipal build- 
ing have been accepted from H. J. Klu- 
tho by the board of public works. The 
style is the modern French renaissance. 
in developing the general scheme of the 
building the letter H afforded a motive 
for the outline as best adapted for vén- 
tilation and light, thus forming two rec- 
tangles, 44 by 82, connected by a square, 
40 by 440. The two vertical lines of the H 
represent the rectangular wings, and the 
horizontal line the square. The rear 
portion of the south wing, first floor, will 
be occupied by the board of bond trustees 
and their staff; the front part of this 
wing to be occupied by the city treasurer 
and aliled officers. 

The front half of the north wing is set 
apart for the use of the comptroller and 
his staff, while the rear part contains 
offices for the board of health, city phy- 
sician, sanitary patrolmen, street clean- 
ing and plumbing departments, city mar- 
shal and janitor. 

On the second floor the city council 
has the entire north wing, with commit- 
tee rooms and lobby adjacent. 

The south wing will be occupied on the 
upper floor by the city recorder, who has 
the front part, the remainder being de- 
voted to the board of public works, city 
engineer and building commissioner. 

Light and ventilation are provided on 
three sides of each wing. The mayor's 
office is located in the central part of 
the building, fronted by a series of col- 
umns supporting the cornice. 

The building has three entrances, the 
principal one fronting on Ocean street, 
the others on Adams and Forsyth streets, 
a hall running north and south through 
the entire structure. From the main 
entrance, under the dome, a 16-foot stair- 
way leads to the second floor, to which 
access is also had from the other en- 
trances. 

The first floor exterior will be of gran- 
ite-colored brick, with limestone trim- 
mings. The second floor will be of buff 
brick with copper window trimmings, sur- 
mounted by a galvanized iron cornice. 

The dome over the square connecting 
the two wings is about 40 feet square 
and will be of galvanized iron, painted 
and sanded to represent stone. It will 
be surmounted by a miniature tower, 
which is to contain a clock. The total 
height to the top of the tower will be 
about 100 feet. 

The use of copper, it was suggested, 
for the dome would enhance the appear- 
ance of the building, but the sum at the 
disposal of the board of public works 
may not permit this. Altogether the ap- 
pearance of the building is strikingly 
handsome, 


FLORIDA HOTELS ARE OPENING. 


Winter Season Is Now Taking on Its 
Initial Work. 

Jacksonville, Fle., November 4,—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Florida season has begun. 
Though the majority of the larger tour- 
ists’ hotels do not open until January, a 
large number of winter resorts open be- 
fore the holidays, and this year Novem- 
ber 4 finds the season fairly launched. 

During the past week the managers 
of several hotels have passed through 
the city on their way southward to make 
arrangements for the season. At St. Au- 
gustine the Acazar and Cordova hotels 
were opened Saturday and visitors are 
beginning to arrive at the point in num- 
bers. Hotels opened earliest at Daytona, 
and by the 15th there will be several 
houses ready for guests there. The Pal- 
metto house will be ready by the 15th, to 
gay nothing of other places open all the 
year round. The Colonnades, across the 
river from Daytona, is now ready for oc- 
cupancy. 

At West Palm Beach the Seminole, the 
Palms and the Holland have opened. 
They start up in November and run to 
May. At Eau Gallie and a numbér of 
other points the same is the case. The 
resorts of the Florida East Coast Hotel 
Company at Miami, Palm Beach, etc., 
do not open until later in the season, 
and the same is true of the leading hotels 
of the Plant system, when the real win- 
ter travel begins.

Receipts for the Year from All 
Sources Amount to $138,222.17. 
Occupations of Convicts. 


The report of the state prison board, 
which has just been issued, is an excep- 
tionally interesting document which will 
be read with interest all over the state. 

It consists of a pamphlet of forty pages, 
and contains a mass of carefully com- 
piled statistics relating to the convict 
system of Georgia. According to the 
figures set forth, the present system in 
vogue has proved a decided success from 
a financial standpoint, and the state is 
deriving a substantial income from this 


source. 

Especially interesting to the student of 
criminology is the tabulated list which 
sets forth the original calling and occu- 
pation of the various convicts. 

Following is an extract from the report 
showing the financial condition of the 
system and list of commitments: 

‘From a financial standpoint the opera- 
tion of the present convict system has 
been a decided success. In 1897 the gen- 
eral assembly appropriated for the use of 
this commission, from direct t.$xation, 
the sum of $8,000, with which it was re- 
quired to purchase the farm lands need- 
ed, and pay all expenses of the commis- 
sion, and this is the only appropriation 
from taxes which has been made since 
this commission was created. The new 
contracts took effect on April 1, 1899, and 
at that time the aged, infirm and diseased 
convicts were placed upon the farm. 
From that date until January 1, 1900, the 
commission was allowed to use all of the 
convict hire except $25,000, which was 
paid into the treasury, net. From Janu- 
ary 1, 1900, to October 1, 1901, there was 
paid into the treasury, net, over and 
above the appropriation made from this 
hire, $61,826.32, and from October 1, 1900, 
to October 1, 1901, $81,904.09, aggregating, 
ry for two and one-half years, $168,- 

“For the original investment of $50,000 
the state has a farm and equipments well 
worth this sum and more, besides farm 
products on hand valued at $34,600.”" 

The receipts and expenditures for the 
entire penitentiary system of the state 
is shown as follows:

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Making Artificial Woods. 


Philadelphia Post: A process has just 
been patented for a artificial woods 
out of pulp so as to imitate such rustly 
kinds as mahogany and rosewood. In- 
deed, the inventor claims to be able. by 
the heip of hig machine, to reproduce 
the appearance of quartered oak, curly 
maple, birdseye maple, or  practicaliy 
anything else that grows in the forest, 
so perfectly as to deceive the trained 
eyes. Obviously such an achievement 
should be of high commercial value, in- 
asmuch as the more expensive woods are 
luxuries within reach only of ople of 
means, the rarest of them coming from 
distant tropical countries, 

The process does not reproduce the 
texture of woods, but merely their ap- 
pearance. The pulp is thrown upon a 
cylinder by an air blast projected 
through a number of pipes, and an ir- 
regular distribution of the particles is 
obtained by various devices, such as 
varying the intensity of the blast and 
causing the pipes to vibrate. In this 
way the knots and grain of the natural 
woods are said to be counterfeited with 
surprising success. 

Artificial woods of this kind are avaij- 
able for use as veneers, the *mp!oyment 
of which is so extensive at the present 
time. Nearly all of the imported nat- 
ural woods are sold as veneers. They are 
cut in extremely thin slices, because they 
are too costly to be used solidly. Ma- 
hogany, rosewood, curl ash, figured 
birch, satinwood and Circassian walnut 
are most in demand, and veneers made 
from them bring from 3 cents to 10 cents 
a foot. Some veneers are worth 2 cents 
a foot, though mere shavings, and a sin- 
gle log of a rare wood is sometimes 
valued at as much as $2,000. 

Dubtiess a principal use is expected 
to be found for the counterfeit mahog- 
any and other woods in the making of 
furniture,

In coming to the defense of Sena- 
tor Hoar, whose refusal to laud the 
late president after having voted for 
him, has been commented upon. The 
Washington Post enters a plea of ad- 
mission as well. The article is some- 
thing like the verdict of “not guilty, 
but it will not be repeated.” 

Senator Hoar had been invited to 
deliver an address in a Massachusetts 
town; he declined for the reason that 
he could not laud a man “the princi- 
pal measure of whose administration” 
was so distasteful that even in the 
presence of death he could not over- 
look it. The Constitution suggested 
that voting was a much more impor- 
tant act than the delivery of an 
empty speech, and that since Senator 
Hoar had approved all that the pres- 
ident had done by solemn vote, there 
remained no valid reason why he 
should rot have spoken as he had 
voted. If the act complained of had 
been one that had been completed 
during the first administration of Mr. 
McKinley, the senator could have 
claimed that he was voting for future 
policies. But what were the facts? 
The very act which now prevents 
Senator Hoar from delivering a 
speech was then incomplete, depend- 
ing upon the president’s reelection 
for culmination, and for this culmina- 
tion Senator Hoar deliberately voted, 
notwithstanding his speeches which 
for “beauty of thought, elegance of 
diction, etc.,” are so much admired 
by some people. 

It is at this point that The Post is 
forced to beg the question by saying 
that— 

In supporting Mr. McKinley in prefer- 
ence to Mr. Bryan in 1900 Senator Hoar 
and thousands of other anti-expansion- 
ists made what they regarded as a wise 
choice of evils. The senator realized that 
Mr. Bryan was not a fit representative of 
anti-expansion. 

Was Mr. McKinley such “fit repre- 
sentative?” If so, why should the 
senator hesitate to speak? There is 
an old saying that “any excuse is bet- 
ter than none,” which covers this 
case. Certain men are very anxious 
to figure as “independent” during re- 
cess, but when voting; time comes 
round they feel compelled to jump on 
the band wagon. When no other ex- 
cuse can be rendered for their polit- 
ical gymnastics, it is so very easy to 
cry out “choice of evils.” The cry is 
a confession of inconsistency so bold 
that no other answer remains. Mr. 
Bryan is a worthy citizen who was 
deemed worthy of nomination by a 
powerful party. Mr. McKinley was 
equally worthy, and had been simi- 
larly honored. Both men, personally 
considered, were of the highest type 
of American manhood. Either would 
have made an equally good president. 
The only choice to be made between 
them was as to their standing upon 
emergent public questions. A believer 
in a protective tariff should not have 
yoted for Mr. Bryan, ary more than 
an anti-expansionist should have 
voted for Mr. McKinley. Every voter 
should have registered his convic- 
tions. Senator Hoar admits that the 
“principal political measure” of the 
McKinley administration, which he so 
utterly detests, was the very one for 
which he voted. Caught making 
faces with the sour taste in his 
mouth, he cannot escape responsibil- 
ity by the threadbare excuse—“choice 
-of evils.” Even republican newspa- 
pers, such as The Knoxville Journal 
and Tribune, wearing the mantle of 
Brownlow. are forced to say that the 
late president’s “positiom on the Phil- 
ippine question is well understood. 
and yet Senator Hoar supported him 
for reelection for a second term. [ff 
be could support McKinley for re- 
election. knowing what his feeling 
was toward our new possessions. 
there certainly was no good reason 
for not acceiting the invitation of 
the Worcester peonle to deliver an 
eulogy on the dead McKinley.”

is no such change of heart | 
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Depression in Germany. 

The financial depression in Ger- 
many has reached an alarming point, 
and the greatest conservatism is be 
ing displayed in order to avoid a 
crash. 

It is stated by the head of the Ber- 
lin bank that ten thousand million 
marks “would not check the headlong 
downward plunge of German indus: 
try.” The more hopeful think that the 
situation is simply a reaction from 
unhealthy conditions. Says the finan- 
ciler Zutraven: 3 

Black ag the outlook is, there is nothing 
to justify the belief that it will terminate 
in a general collapse three or six months 
hence. Many interests have reached a 
point beyond which a further decline Is 
impossible. These include those least 
capable of weathering a storm. 

The worst feature of the situation is 
that it promises to endure at least a 
year. Hardships will continue, but not 
necessarily increase. Indeed, the chances 
are all in the other direction. 

Meantime extreme conservatism is the 
watchword of those who control money 
affairs. Loans are granted with reluc- 
tance. Operations of all kinds are brought 
to a halt. Corporate and private bust- 
ness enterprise keeps close to shore, in- 
vesting and spending only where neces- 
sity demands, 

Enormous withdrawals of deposits, while 
they have proved a splendid test of the 
stability of the banks, left them stocked 
with cash. Only one in the whole of 
Germang may be said to be in easy cir- 
cumstances. Competent observers, how- 
ever, unite in the opinion that the pres- 
ent depression in Germany will be the 
basis for a rise to still greater heights. 
Our interest in the South African gold 
mines is always considerable. The loss 
of two years’ dividends has cut a deep 
hole in the nation’s pocketbook. The 
digcontinuance of mining operations acted 
as a double-edged sword. Not only was 
one of our lucrative sources of gold cut 
off, but we are suffering the additional 
shrinkage of having to send gold thither, 

In periods of great prosperity there 
is always danger of overvaluation. 
The United States has already had a 
squeezing of inflated industrials, by 
whith the condition was bettered. 
The danger is that whenever such a 
process begins that it goes too far and 
affects legitimate values injuriously. 
Of course, such result would not bo 
permanent, but it would be long 
enough to change holders. Prudence 
is a good thing to keep ia sight, even 
in the most flush times. 
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' Contradictory Views. ) 

Perhaps the hardest role to fill is 
that of manager of opposing news- 
paper properties. A cause popular in 
one city may be in disfavor in an- 
other. 

There is Mr. Adolph Ochs, for in- 
stance, a genial and enterprising gen- 
tleman who has worked his way "p 
from Knoxville via Chattanooga into 
New York and Philadelphia, thence 
across the ocean and into Paris and 
London. Wherever he has gone he 
has left behind him the impress of 
American genius ana enterprise. 

When President Roosevelt invited 
Booker Washington to dinner, no pa- 
per was more indignant than The 
Chattanooga Times. In fact, its re- 
marks, republished in The Constitu- 
tion, were extreme. Ever since The 
Times has beén doing valiant service 
in favor of the southern view of the 
situation. It has not been able to see 
a single excuse for the president. 

But while The Times of Chatta- 
nooga is thus insistent, what says 
The Times of New York? Let us see: 

They talk about his trying to break 
down the social barrier that exists in the 
south against intercourse with negroes. 
Is that barrier, then, so fragile that the 
example of one northern gentleman, 
who is a white, sitting down with one 
southern gentleman, who is black, can 
go far toward undermining it? Clearly 
Mr. Roosevelt never had any intention, 
of producing such momentous conse- 
quences. He undoubtedly gave no 
thought to it at all, and the southern 
men who abuse him might understand 
this if they could get it into their heads 
that he acted not as president of the 
United States, but as Theodore Roosevelt. 
As president, Mr. Roosevelt has shown 
that he is a wise, honorable and coura- 
geous defender of the essential rights of 
the south as an integral part of the 
union. Really it would seem that appreci- 
ation of that fact should determine the 
attitude toward him of all sensible and 
self-respecting southerners. 

All who know Mr. Ochs have no 
doubt that he thoroughly agrees with 
the views set forth by The Chatta- 
nooga Times, as it is physically im- 
possible to overlook all the matter ap- 
pearing in different newspapers. 
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Promotions from the Ranks. 
Our esteemed contemporary, The 
Providence Journal, calls attention to 
the salutary action of the navy in re- 
turning to its old custom of promot- 
ing men from the ranks. For many 
years it has beem a matter of com- 
plaint against the navy that men in 
the ranks have stood no chance of 
promotion for gallant and meritorious 
conduct, but this ban of criticism may 
possibly be removed in the near fu- 

ture. Says the Providence paper: 
In the United States army the practice 
of promoting men from the ranks for 


‘merit has always prevailed, and there 


is no good reason why similar chances 
should not be given to the bluejackets of 
the navy when they are able to pass the 
examinations required of graduates at 
Annapolis. For a long time officers of the 
navy have complained of the difficulty of 
securing a good class of men as recruits 
from among native-born citizens. But 
this is not surprising in the face of the 
fact that the grade of warrant officer was 
the highest to which an enlisted man 
could aspire, no matter what talents he 
might possess or what might be the 
length of his service. Such a state of af- 
fairs would naturally deter many a young 
man with a taste for sea life from enter- 
ing a career in which ambition must be 
laid aside, and when, by the very putting 
on of a uniform he would confess to his 
friends and acquaintances that he had 
resigned all desire to rise and had con- 
sented to always occupy a subordinate 
position. 

Now, however, this is all changed, and 
a foremast hand, by paying strict atten- 
tion to duty, studying hard, and leading 
a correct life, may find himself 4, 
of promotion to the highest rank) > 

It has been objected that enlistea™ 
have not the social advantages enjoyed 
by the cadets of the naval academy and 
that any such who might receive com- 
missions would stand on-a different plane 
and might be found wanting in situations 
requiring tact and delicacy of handling. 
But tis objection needs little attention. 
Men of ability make their way even if 
their manners may be a little rough and 
not equal tc those of the young man who 
is most at home at young ladies’ after- 
noon teas. . 

Whatever may be the lack of- so- 
cial prestige under which the men 


in the ranks may labor, such a con- 


sideration should not militate 


against 
them, provided they possess the merit 


which is requisite to elevate him. 
We must not forget that we are dem- 
ocrats, and that we live under demw- 
cratic institutions. “The rank is but 
the guinea’s stamp—a man’s a man 
for a’ that.”

Social Amenities in. Chicago. 

The Chicago Chronicle is one of 
those newspapers which has been 
“pained” because of the want of so- 
cial feeling between whites and blacks 
in the south. “When gentlemen meet, 
why should the question of color be 
raised?” This seems to be the im- 
pression of the average mewspaper up 
about the lakes. 

It must be remembered that these 
eminent .censors of private conduct 
are in bomb-proof. They are removed 
from the danger, and can afford to be 
theoretical. But there are questions 
native to the domestic hearthstone of 
that region, some of which are es- 
teemed quite troubl@ésome. For in- 
stance, the servant girls of Chicago 
are demanding better personal treat- 
ment. These girls are white, the 
daughters of fellow-passengers from 
across the Atlantic, some of whom 
are now employers. Mr. J. L. Hughes, 
an economic authority, says: 

I have no sympathy with mistresses 
who compel their servants to be courted 
in their kitchens. If a woman ts good 
enough to do the work in my house- 
hcld, she is good enough to sit in the 
same room with my family on any even- 
ing. 

This has stirred up The Chronicle 
to a boiling protest. After a facetious 
paragraph or two, The Chronicle gets 
down to business and says: 

It is carrying the social ideal too far 
when the servant girl, whoever she may 
he. must be made an intimate member of 
the family. It would be unwise and un- 
safe. The right thing to do is to pay 
her sufficient wages that she may fur- 
nish for herself the equipment necessary 
for her health and convenience. The ser- 
vant girl needs this more than she needs 
the patronizing kindness of a mistress. 
With full compensation. for work, she 
ought to obtain for herself inviting quar- 
ters. If her work is inferior she cannot 
expect and ought not to have first class 
privileges. 

What a pity these girls are not 
black, im which event they would 
have the patronizing sympathy of the 
press. “With full compensation for 
her work” all interest ceases, and the 
lovers of philanthropy must expend 
their surplus tears upon the colored 
woman on the gulf coast! 


0: URRENT TOPICS 


TREND OF 
France and Russia. 
(From The louisville Courier-Journal.) 
It is an interesting question how far the 
present action of France is with the as- 
sent of the other powers of Europe. That 
Russia acquiesces may be taken for 
granted. The alliance between the two 
countries was emphasized and reiterated 
during the czar’s recent visit to France, 
possibly with the present movement dis- 
tinctly in view. But Russia is precisely 
the power against which the other pow- 
ers desire to protect Turkey, and there is 
always a suspicion of any pressure in 
which Russia is interested. Nevertheless, 
the patience of the other countries has 
been severely tried by the sultan, and it 
is possible that there is an understand- 
ing that the movement of France will 
meet with no objection if kept within pre- 
scribed bounds. European sensibllity 
with reference to Turkey is, however, of 
such a character that the movements of 
the French warships will be very care- 
fully watched. At present there is prob- 
ably no serious fear that any aggression 
on a large scale will be attempted by 
France and Russia. Should any appre- 
hension of that sort arise the other pow- 
ers will soon be heard. 
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Senator Hoar’s Indiscretion. 

(From The Baltimore Herald.) 
Senator Hoar has certainly committed 
a most ungraceful and irrational action 
in declining an invitation to eulogize 
President McKinley on the ground that 
he differed from the dead statesman in 
regard to the Philippine policy of the lat- 
ter’s administration. It would not have 
been necessary for Senator Hoar to have 
subscribed to McKinley's action in con- 
nection with those islands. In view of the 
fact that fervid and sincere eulogies of 


McKinley have emanated from sources | 


much more widely at variance with the 
late executive’s political tenets than Sen- 
ator Hoar, his conduct appears to lack 
that fine distinction which one would 
naturally expect from a man of his po- 
sition and experience. 
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The Case in New York. 

(From New Orleans Times-Democrat.) 

The tendency of the American people is 
toward good municipal government, and 
the movement is decidedly in that direc- 
tion; but the people are not deceived 
when men of the Platt type masquerade 
as reformers. When, therefore, republi- 
canism and reform are mixed up as they 
are in the present New York campaign, 
the result is doubtful, whereas if they 
had not been so mixed the defeat of the 
Tammany ticket would have been certain. 
If it wins, it will be through mistakes in 
the management of the campaign by the 
reformers. Tammany is vulnerable and 
easily defeated. It survives chiefly by 
ihe folly of its opponents. 


It Is White and Black. 
(From The Boston Globe.) 

The frequency of race wars in this coun- 
try is becoming a very serious matter. 
We say “race” wars, but they are really 
wars along the ‘“‘color line.’’ None of the 
races found on this continent have any 
trouble with each other except the black 
and white. As long as the black man re- 
mained a slave he was no more a men- 
ace to the peace and order of society than 
was his white brother. 


Lord Milner’s Caution. 
(From The Mobile Register.) 

Lord Milner cautions the English people 
against consoling themselves with the 
idea that the end of the South African 
war is going to “hurry itself up.’’ This 
is a kind way of telling the English that 
more fighting is to be done, more lives 
lost and more millions of money to be ex- 
pended before the war is over. The only 
way the end can be hurried is to send 
enough men and horses to South Africa 
to catch the Boers. 


If Schley Had Lost His Temper. 
(From The Baltimore American.) 
Had Admiral Schley lost his temper or 
gotten confused or blundered seriously 
during this ordeal it would have been 
natural, as some of the ablest men have 
broken down under cross-examination and 
have been made to say things they had 
not the slightest intention of saying. But 
not in a single instance have the bat- 
teries of the distinguished New Yorker 
and his humble aids ruffled the serenity 
of the admiral or driven him into’a false 
position. He has met every attack like 
he met the Spaniards at Santiago—with 


an open front—and. has squarely con- | 


founded them all along. the line. lit is 
not disputed that these lawyers had the 
right to institute the most incisive and 
comprehensive cross-examination. Their 
case"was so bad that this cross-examina 

tion was their only hope, and yet it 
would have been better for their reputa- 
tions had they let it alone. Not to gain 
a single advantage during such a rain of 
questions when the victim is a naval offi- 
cer unused to courts of justice, is an evi- 
dence of very faulty work. 


North and South America. 
(From The Philadelphia Record.) 
Because the people of North America 
are different in race and speech from the 
people of South America, “therefore,” 
says The Berlinger Neueste Nachrichten, 
“pan-Americanism is more lacking in a 
practical basis than is pan-slavism.” Why 
these two isms, whose only point of re- 
semblance is the pan, should be compared 
by the German editor is not very evident. 
But his remark is not even approximately 
true. Lingulstically the Czechs differ 
from the Roumanians and Macedonian 
Greeks, who are included in the circle of 
pan-slavism to a much greater degree 
than Anglo-Saxons and Spaniards. Span- 
ish is a Romance tongue, with an in- 
fusion of Gothic-Teutonic elements, while 
English is a Teutonic language, modified 
by a tranfusion of old French (another 
Romance or Latin form of speech). As 
to race, the red-headed Catalonians are 
certainly more like Saxon American» than 
the Turkish Bulgarians are like Russtaris, 
The South Carolina Appointment. 
(From The Boston Herald.) 
Pregident Roosevelt, it is said, has ap- 
pointed both a Bryan man anda partici- 
pant in lynching to the office of collector 
of internal revenue in South Carolina. 
We are inclined to think that there was 
not a very careful examination of this 
man’s record. We doubt if his voting for 
Bryan would have been fatal to his pros- 
pects had such a scrutiny been made. 
The lynching business is more serious, 
and probably was unknown at Washing- 
ton. No one will suppose for a moment 
that the president sanctions, directly or 
indirectly, anything of that character. 
fie, without doubt, appointed this official 
because he had evidence of his general 
good character from reliable sources in 
the south. In view of these, it may be 
supposed that.there was not nmiuch curi- 
osity as to his previous voting in politics, 
and any lynching operations in which he 
may have indulged,are presumed not to 
have been important enough to reach the 

ear of the president, 
Labor in the South. 
(From The Baltimore Sun.) 

The northern people are fond of attrib- 
uting the superior success of southern 
cotton mills to the absence of laws regu- 
lating the employment of children and 
restricting the hours of work. In Massa- 
chusetts the republican convention re- 
cently pledged the party to agitate for 
such an amendment to the federal con- 
stitution as will empower congress to 
regulate labor in the states. It is charged 
by democratic newspapers that tHe design 
is to have the number of hours for labor 
increased in Massachusetts and other re- 
strictions removed. Be this as it may, 
we believe that too much importance is 
attached to this effect of the labor laws. 
The cost of labor is largely dependent 
upon the cost of living, and there is 
where the principal advantage of the 
south lies. In the south food is cheaper 
than in the north and.rents are cheaper. 
The climate is milder and the necessary 
outlay for clothing and fuel is far less 
in the south. Wages all over the world 
are regulated largely by the coat of liv- 
ing. The wage of the southern mill op- 
erative may be only half as much as that 
of his northern brother, and yet he may 
have more to put into the savings bank 
at the end of the year. 

Nevertheless this does not diminish the 
importance of the enactment and enforce- 
ment of proper labor laws in the southern 
states by the states themselves. 

The Fusion of Races. 
(From The Chicago Chronicle.) 

The fusion of races now taking place 
with us is not essentially different from 
the fusion which has been going on in 
England for seventeen centuries. 

Whether the United States will ever 
take possession of Ireland seems at pres- 
ent a doubtful matter. But who would 
have dreamed ten years ago that the 
American eagle would spread itself over 
Porto Rico and the Philippines? America 
has well-nigh depopulated Ireland agd 
these Irish emigrants have a strong voice 
in the political control of our affairs. 

The relations between America and 
Ireland have always been of the friend- 
liest character. No student of American 
history can ever forget how large a 
share Ireland contributed, directly and in- 
directly, to freeing the colonies from Eng- 
lish tyranny, and no one who has follow- 
ed the courss of events in America will 
deny that the Irish have done more than 
their part in promoting the interests of 
the country. 

But for the Irish to come, not only 
bag and baggage, but bringing the old 
sod, too, is another matter. America has 
not yet become so accustomed to ruling 
in distant lands that she is certain of 
success in this direction. It will be well 
for her to prove her ability on this line 
before putting herself in the position ef 
England and having more foreign pos- 
sessions than contribute to her welfare 
and security.

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THE NEGRO PROBLEM 
AND EDUCATION 


The New York Journal announces a4 
symposium of opinion upon the so-caljed 
negro question. 

The first two contributions are from Mr. 
Joel Chandler Harris and Booker Wash- 
ington. 

Mr. Harris anticipates the surprise of 
the historian of the future when dealing 
with this question. It will then be seen 
how motives were misunderstood, diffi- 
culties exaggerated and the air thicken- 
ed by the talk of those whom— 

“We constantly have with us, the small 
but active group of sentimentalists, ee 
various members of which raist in - 
lieving that the negro question, so-called, 
will never be settled under the sun un- 
til everybody and his brother insist on 
taking the negroes home to dinner with 
them. This idea is the more singular 
when we bear in mind the fact that both 
negroes and white men would rather 
have a fair and free opportunity to earn 
their own dinners than to receive casuai 
and occasional invitations to partake of 
meals earned by other people; would 
rather have parlor of their own to sit in 
than to make a practice of sitting in the 
the parlors of others. 

Then Mr. Harris says: 

Then there are a great many good 
men who are not satisfied-with the out- 
look. There is a bug in the butter. There 
has been too much higher education and 
too little instruction. Something is wrong 
somewhere. . 

You hear little, or nothing at all, from 
those who believe in education for its 
own sake. They have been crowded to 


the wall, and whatever their hopes and | 


teliefs may be, they sing very small. 

Nevertheless, and in spite of 
spirit of commercialism which 
making our  ~politics more 
than ever, there will always 
rome people somewhere, white or black, 
to profit by what is called a liberal edu- 
cation; and the solace they will be able 
to receive therefrom and the service they 
will be able to perform for their kind will 
more than repay the leakages and losses, 
I employ a familiar commercial expres- 
sion. 

It may be that the effort to impart high- 
er education to minds unprepared to re- 
ceive it has been unavailing; but has 
it done harm? 

That seems to be the idea of some very 
intelligent persons. But to my mind it 
would be equally logica] to say that our 
Christian code is responsible for hypoc- 
risy, double-dealing and all manner of 
chicanery, though this may be stretching 
the argument, as well as the comparison, 
too far. 

It is very likely true that higher edu- 
cation has not been beneficial to a ma- 
jority cf the blacks on whom it has been 
tried, but the excuse and plea of those 
who have made the periment is that 
it has benefited some; and the excuse is 
sufficient. 

Undoubtedly it is well that a new de- 
parture should be made under the aus- 
pices of Bookef Washington and those 
who are acting with him, but it should be 
borne in mind that some of his most effi- 
client co-workers are negroes who have 
received a liberal education. 

They are active and useful as teach- 
ers, and they are able, by means of their 
tact and intelligence, to exercise a most 
wholesome influence on those of their 
race who have been less fortunate in their 
efforts to secure an education. 

The great trouble with a majority of 
the best educated negroes, until Booker 
Washington came upon the scene, was 
the fact that they regarded politics as the 
chief end and aim of their ambition. 

They could imagine no cther field cal- 
culated to afford such a fair profit and 
£0 much notoriety. 

It is true, some of them became preach- 
ers, but even now the difference between 
& negro preacher and a negro politician 
is simply the cut of the coat, though there 
are exceptions in this, as in all other 
tings. 

What is called the negro problem is 
al the invention of men with theo- 
ries. 

The spectacle spread out before us is 
not in the nature of a problem. 
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It is made up of the actual efforts and 
movements of a race slowly and n- 
fully feeling its way toward a higher 
destiny. 

The conditions and circumstances be- 
ing without parallel or precedent in the 
history of the world, it was inevitable 
that serious mistakes should be made: 
that misunderstandings should arise: that 
hilanthropy should stretch out full hands 
n the wrong direction: that isan pol- 
iticlans should pour out the vials of 
wrath. 

But what of it? 

The real progress of the race has not 
been retarded a moment. Nothing has 
been lost. 

Booker Washington’s Views. 

Booker Washington indorses what has 
been said by Mr. Harris, that the edu- 
cation of the negro has not been a loss, 
and that the literary colleges have done 
some good. “Twenty years ago,’ says 
he, “when the Tuskegee institute was 
started—a little shanty. with one teacher 
and thirty students—almost every student 
brought an oral or a written message 
from his —a to the effect that they 
wanted their son or daughter taught 
books, but did not want them taught how 
to work. Objection in one form or an- 
other was made to industrial education 
during the first ten years of the existence 
of the institution. The objection was 
based largely on the ground that they 
had gotten enough experience in work 
during the days of slavery, and that a 
school was a place where a person was to 
learn to live without work.’ 

The great work of Tuskegee has been. 
to dignify labor. The indifference has 
now changed to enthusiasm. “I agreed, 
“says the writer, “that my race was poor’ 
and largely without proper food, comfort- 
able homes. For this reason I began 
teaching practical agriculture to the stu- 
dents. This industry has grown to the 
point now where we cultivate with just 
the labor of the students about 800 acres 
of ‘and, and the young men are not only 
taught every branch of farming, but a 
number of young women are also taught 
gardening, fruit growing, dairying and 
poultry raising. 

“In teaching the race to build decent 
homes I thought it well to begin with th» 
students upon our grounds, and as a 
result we have at the present time for- 
ty-five buildings, counting large and 
small, and practically all of them have 
been erected by the labor of the stu- 
dents themselves. While a building is 
being erected we are careful to teach a 
number of students the various trades 
— — Pn i. 

“In the e ‘any race the first 
question to Be considered A I think, how 
is a race likely t#® be employed. what 
are the industrial opportunities that sur- 
round that race? In the case of the 
negro for generations at least to come 
the bulk of the race ig going to be en- 
gaged in some form of agriculture. Since 
this is true, and sirice in the gulf states 
85 ner cent of the race is already engaged 
In tilling the soll, it seems to me that the 
greatest stress should be placed upon 
agricultural education, not only with the 
view of teaching the race how to earn 
an independent living, but with the view 
also of keeping the race in the rural dis- 
tricts, where it is at its best, and out of 
the cities, where, in too many cases, it is 
at its worst. 

“Another thing that is worth noting in 
connection with our industrial training 
at Tuskegee is that every man or woman 
who is trainesi to do something that peo- 
ple actually want done ig not only sought 
after by members of my own race, ut 
by the white people as well. For ex- 
ample, we cannot begin to supply the ap- 
plications that come to us from southern 
white persons for graduates from our ag- 
ricultural, dairy, mechanical and domestic 
science departments. Almost every av- 
enue of industrial occupation is open to 
the negro in the south in a manner that 
is hardly true of any other rert of the 
world. Industrial education means some- 
thing to the negro in the south, because 
right at his door he can find a charice 


to use what he has acquired.”

per cent interest. 

What we have said on this subject about 
the high rates of interest being charged 
in Rome by some institutions has been 
heartily indorsed. Many of Rome’s lead- 
ing business men and manufacturers have 
said to us that The Tribune had struck 
the keynote in the hindrance to our 
broader growth @nd greater prosperity. 

It is.true, they declare, that what has 
bullt up Atlanta, and what keeps up its 
continuous growth and prosperity is the 
great abundance of cheap money. Some 
Romans, since this agitation begun in The 
Tribune, have borrowed money in At- 
lanta at 6 per cent. Others who have in- 
vestigated the matter in Atlanta have 
been assured on the showing they made 
that were they in business or manufac- 
turing in that city they would be accom- 
modated on a straight note without in- 
dorsement for the amounts desired which 
were about or under $500 at 6 per cent 
interest.

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POLICE BOARD 
IS STILL SAFE 


Paper Seeking To Abolish 
Commissioners Sent Back 
to Committee. 


MATTER CAUSED HEATED 
DISCUSSION IN COUNCIL 


Fire Chief Joyner Was Praised and 
Fire Department Was Pointed 
To as a Successfully Con- 
ducted Department with 
but One Head. 


After a heated debate, lasting for more 
than an hour, council yesterday after- 
noon sent the ordinance seeking to abol- 
ish the police board, back to the police 
and ordinance committees. This action 
was taken by a vote of 11 to 5. 

During the discussion following the in- 
troduction of the report and recommenda- 
tion of the iwo committees, the friends 
of the measure roasted the police board 
and took occasion to compliment Fire 
Chief Joyner and his department—the fire 
department being referred to aS an eX-~ 
ample of a successfully conducted de- 
partment with one head. 

When the.matter came up Councilman 
Grady moved that the report of the com- 
mittees be adopted. Councilman Minhin- 
nett Immediately moved, as a substitute, 
that the paper be laid on the table. Al- 
derman Johnson, who had called Alder- 
man Welch to the chair, made the point 
that Mr. Minhinnett’s motion was out of 
order, as Councilman Grady had _ not 
yielded the floor. This point was sustain- 
ed by the acting chairman. 

Councilman Grady then addressed him- 


said he had.

He declared that the Men who were op- 
posed to the plan were either on the 
board or hoped to get on it in future. He 
next asserted that the finances of the 
department were conducted in what he 
considered a very unbusiness-like man- 
ner. He said he had learned from the 
comptroller the amount appropriated to 
the police department, but had been un- 
able to find any book which would show 
how many bills had been made and Car- 
ried over into the next year owing to the 
fact that the appropriation had been ex- 
hausted. In one instance, he said, he had 
found a difference of $2,065.25 between the 
figures in the comptroliler’s office and 
those in the office of the board. He ex- 
plamed that this money had doubtless 
been appropriated to cover indebtedness 
running over from the previous year. 

“This sort of thing,’’ said he, ‘either 
means an increased taxation or else bank- 
ruptcy for the city. Departments should 
be made to keep within their appropria- 
tions.”’ 

Chief Joyner Praised. 

He then referred to the fire department 
as being a model department, and having 
proved a great success as governed by 
one man. ‘“‘Cap Joyner,” said he, ‘is, the 
best fire chief in the country, and the 
fire department is run ‘jam-up.’ I don’t 
think the police department could be 
any worse than it is now. There is no 
way to place responsibility in the police 
department, but Chief Joyner is the only 
one who can be held responsible for the 
fire department.”’ 

Councilman Kontz referred to the fact 
that the board of fire masters had con- 
ducted its meetings for the past year 
without a single argument being made. 
He was of the opinion that this was due 
to the fact that there was but one man 
to deal with and no board to be split 
up on matters of importance. He said 
the chief of police was handicapped in 
his work. Councilman Kontz expressed 
himself as heartily in favor of civil ser- 
vice and said the members of the police 
force would give better service if they 
knew they were sure of their positions as 
long as they did their duty. 

Alderman Johnson also pointed to the 
fire department as a model department 
of the city and was high in his praise of 
Fire Chief Joyner and the way he man- 
aged his men. He said he was heartily 
in favor of abolishing the board, which, 
he said, had been “fussing and fighting 
for the past fifteen years.’’ He was of 
the opinion that politics entered into the 
board and told of one instance when an 
officer had been discharged from the 
force ag being worthless and within two 
months had en reappointed. 

“If it wasn’t good enough at the time 
of his discharge, why was he taken back 
two months later? Was it that he re- 
formed and wiped out the past? And yet 
205 Fy that there is no politics in the 
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Councilman Barrett moved to lay the 
paper on the table and the motion re- 
ceived the second of Councilman Minhin- 
nett. A vote yas taken and the motion 
was lost by a vote 9 to 8. 

Undue Haste Charged. 

Councilman Barrett then declared that 
it seemed to him that the matter was 
being rushed through with undue haste. 

“Talk about ‘railroading!’ Why, this pa- 
per is being ‘skyrocketed’ through council. 
There's ‘s6mething up the creek’ or ‘a 
nigger in the woodpile’ sure. It looks as 
if the members of the sixth ward have 

otten together and decided to abolish 
the whole board. The first thing we know 
they’ll get together and abolish council.”’ 

Alderman Day said he thought there 
Was sOmMe unnecessary haste about the 
matter. He said he should like to look 
into the subject more thoroughly before 
voting. Councilman Garrett next called 
for the previous question, but withdrew 
the motion at the request of Councilman 
Longino, who said he was opposed to 
civil service and wanted ‘“‘to give it a 
crack when it came up.”’ 

Councilman Minhinnett declared that 
the police board was a good one ‘‘despite 
the reflections that had been cast upon 
it.” He said the department had been 
brought to a high standard and the peo- 
ple of the city were proud of it. Coun- 
cilman Reed favored considering the 
matter later. He said he was not suffi- 
clently posted to vote, and would like to 
investigate the subject further to as- 
certain how other cities conducted their 
police departments. 

The vote on the motion to recommit the 
paper was then taken. Eleven voted tu 
send the paper back to the police and 
ordinance committee, while’ five voted 
against that action being taken. Coun- 
cilman Grady asked that the committee 
be instructed to report at the next meet- 
ing and this was adopted. Upon motion 
of Councilman Barrett each member of 
council will be furnished a copy of the 
proposed ordinance. ’ 


EGLESTON A CANDIDATE 
FOR THE LEGISLATURE 


He Consents to the Use of His Name in the Ap- 
proaching County Primary--Was Petitioned 
by Business Men of Fulton County. 


Thomas Egleston will be a candidate for 
the legislature from Fulton county to 
fill the vacancy occasioned by the death 
of Hon. Porter King. 

Mr. Egleston reluctantly consents to the 
use of his name at the earnest solicitation 
of his friends and in response to a pe- 
tition circulated yesterday and bearing 
the names of nearly one thousand well- 
known citizens of Fulton dgounty. The pe- 
tition reads as follows: 

“We, the undersigned citizens and voters 
of Fulton county, hereby unite in the pe- 
tition that you permit the use of your 
name for the legislative nomination made 
necessary by the death of Hon. Porter 
King. We believe that as a successful 
and representative business man you 
would worthily represent the great in- 
terests of this county. 

“We are aware of the fact that your 
consent to make this race would be in 
the nature of a personal sacrifice, but 
we are constrained to urge an affirma- 
tive response, even in view of this fact, 
knowing, as we do, your public and pro- 
gressive spirit.’ 

Mr. Egleston was communicated with 
last night by telegraph at Richmond, Va., 
to which point he had gone on business, 
and replied as follows: 

“I am deeply appreciative of the 
consideration manifested in the peti- 
tion that I consent to the use of my 
mame for the legislature. No one 
could have been more surprised than 
I at the suggestion, and it is 
needless for me to say that I make 
affirmative response at a personal 
sacrifice and distinctly contrary to 
my personal inclination. Under the 
circumstances, however, I feel that as 
a citizen who is always ready to pro- 
mote the welfare of this community, 
I have no other alternative than to 
say that I will abide the action of 
those whose partiality is so forcibly 
manifested. My friends may, there- 
fore, present my name for the nomi- 
nation if they believe that by so do- 
ing the interests of the county will 


be served.”’

House Kills the Bill To Pro- 
vide Special Board To 
Value Them. 


WRIGHT, OF FLOYD, SAYS 
THE LOBBYISTS MUST GO 


Gary Declares for Smaller School 
Fund and Indigent Pensions. 
Hall Introduces Bill To Pro- 
hibit Legislators Riding 
on Free Passes. 


committee of the whole the house yester- 
day killed the bill by Mr. Perry, of Gwin- 
nett, to provide for a board of tax as- 
sessors to pass upon the valuation for 
taxation of all railroads in the state, in- 
cluding electric and other street railways. 

The measure precipitated a pretty warm 
debate and one which took up three hours 
cf the day’s session. During the debate 
Mr. Wright, of Floyd, made some posi- 
tive and unqualified assertions with ref- 
erence to lobbyists around the _ capitol 
and declared that they must go. Hon. 
Joe Hall, of Bibb, also took a prominent 
part in the debate in favor of the bill 
and in injecting questions which he called 
on the speakers on the opposite side to 
answer. 

The declaration by Mr. Wright with 
reference to lobbyists and lobbying was 
the only sensational feature of the de- 
bate. He charged that the railroads had 
men in the capitol for the purpose of de- 
feating every good bill that came up that 
in any way conflicted with their inter- 
ests. 

About the only other interesting fea- 
ture in the house was the intoduction of a 
bill by Hon. Joe Hill Hall to prevent 
members of the legislature, all state and 
county officers, judges of courts, and, 
in fact, all persons in. any official ca- 
pacity, from riding gn railroad passes 
or accepting any courtesy or frank from 
any railroad, telegraph or express com- 
pany. Mr. Hall is one of the very few 
state officials who do not ride on free 
passes when they can get them, and he 
wants to make it a crime for all the rest 
to do so. Under his bill the penalty is a 


‘forfeiture of $1,000 for any railroad or 


other company which furnishes one of 
these members a pass or a frank, and the 
acceptance of such a courtesy is made a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of $100 
to $6500. 

Mr. Frederick, of Macon, introduced a 
bila to make it a misdemeanor for any 
one to purchase spirituous or malt lq- 
uors in any ¢ounty or municipality where 
the sale of liquor is prohibited by law. 

Debate on Perry’s Bill. 

After a lengthy discussion the house 
killed the bill by Mr, Perry, of Gwinnett, 
providing ‘‘for the taxation of properties 
of railroad companies, including electric 
and street ralways in this state; to pro- 
vide for a state board of tax assessors, 
to define their duties and to provide for 
their compensation.”’ 

The bill was a special order to be taken 
up immediately after the journal was 
read. The bill provides that all railroads 
shall make their returns to the comp- 
troller general annually as at present; 
that the comptroller general shall appoint 
three disinterested persons as tax assess- 
ors, who shall be paid $1,200 per term of 
three years besides traveling expenses, 
and that these tax assessors shall fix the 
valuation for taxation of all the railroad 
properties of the state. The bill defines 
in detail the duties of such tax assessors. 
It was favorably reported by the commit- 
tee on ways and means. 

In advocating his measure Mr. Perry 
declared that the entire returns of all the 
railroads of the state were less than three 
of the smallest items on the tax books— 
household and kitchen furniture, live 
stock and farm implements. It is not a 
|drastic measure, he said, when this and 
other facts are taken into consideration. 
It merely provides for a state board of 
tax assessors to be naméd by the comp- 
troller general to properly assess the 
railroads and street railroads of the state. 

“The question of constitutionality is not 
to be considered in this matter,” he said. 
“The sole question for you to consider is 
should the railroads be permitted to return 
their property for taxation at so much 
less than it is worth.” 

The appropriation was small, he said, 
being only $1,200 for each of the three as- 
sessors for three years’ work. The assess- 
ors are to be at the command of the 
comptroller general. 

*“‘Whether you report favorably on this 
measure or not,’ he asserted, “it is a 
question that confronts you and you have 
got to meet the situation sooner or later. 
I urge you to report favorably upon this 
measure.”’ 

An amendment changing the time for 
the bill to go into effect to 1902 was 
adopted. 

Speech of Mr. Steed. 

Hon. W. E. Steed, of Taylor county, 
spoke against the bill opening the fight 
of the opponents to the measure. Mr. 
Steed, in his usual forceful way, went 
directly to the merits of the issue, charg- 
ing that the proposed legislation was un- 
necessary, illegal and expensive. 

Mr. Steed cited decisions of the supreme 
court of Georgia to sustain the propo- 
sition that any system of taxation not 
uniform and equitable upon the same 
class of subjects would be unconstitu- 
tional, and that uniformity applied to 
mode and manner of taxing ag well as 
to rate of taxation. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
frequently attempted to break the force 
of Mr. Steed’s argument, but all inter- 
ruptions were promptly parried and Mr. 
Steed pursued his argument to the con- 
clusion that the Perry bill would assur- 
edly be held unconstitutional as provid- 
ing a system of taxation applicable to 
enly a portion of the same class of tax- 
payers. 

In concluding his remarks Mr. Steed 
urged that he had always opposed any 
unnecessary increase of. the fixed ex- 
penses of the state and that the proposed 
manner contemplated the appointment of 


assessors at an er involving an ap- 
propriation from the state without prom- 


ising sufficiently compensating benefits. 
The speech of Mr. Steed had a marked 
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By adopting the adverse report of the. 
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effect upon the house and many mem- 
bers warmly congratulated him upon the 
success with which he conducted the op- 
position to the bill. 

Some Views by Mr. Hall. 

Mr. Hall was then heard from. Mr. Hall 
read from the constitution. Taxation, it 
says, shall be uniform on all property of 
the same class. This bill proposes to tax 
alike all property of one class, all railroad 
property, he said. Mr. Steed asked why 
telegraph companies were left out of the 
bill. i 

“The gentleman from Taylor need not 
be uneasy about the telegraph and tele- 
phone companies; they’ll be in that bill 
before it passes this house,” Mr. Hall de- 
clared. 

Mr. Hall declared the board of asses- 
sors would do better for the state than a 
board of arbitrators, because arbitration 
always results in compromise. 

Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, wanted to know 
if there were any guarantee that the 
comptroller general would appoint such 
men as would conserve the interests of 
the state, “such as my friend Hall, of 
Bibb,” said Mr. Hogan. 

*“‘Let’s try him and see,” said Mr. Hall. 
“You can’t do any worse than you are 
Going now. I know that comptroller 
general down there. He's a good man 
end a just man, and he'll do right by fhe 
people of Georgia if you give him a 
chance. 

“Pass this bill,” said Mr. Hall, “and 
let’s relieve the burden of taxation on 
the people. These railroads are now 
making more Morgans and Vanderbilts 
and Rockefellers, people who spend their 
money in riotous living, such as giving 
dog parties at Newport.”’ 

Opposed by Mr. Slaton. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, said he wished 
rather to explain his vote than to make 
a speech on the measure. He said both 
he and his colleague had voted for the 
franchise tax bill. If that bill is passed 
and if you have an arbitrator who will 
say franchises are subject to taxation, 
you will have thé question where you 
want it, he said. The confining of the 
state’s arbitrators to members of the rail- 
road commission is a mistake, he de- 
clared. A bill should be passed, he said, 
providing for some disinterested citizen 
as arbitrator, some citizen who believes 
franchises should be taxed and who would 
assess them and then the question could 
be gotten before the supreme court and 
there decided. Mr. Slaton thought the 
measure unwise and not the proper meth- 
od of getting at the question in issue. 


Said Lobbyists Must Go. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, declared the time 
was coming when the railroads would 
have to pay their full share of taxes to 
the state. 

“The issue is now before this house,” 
he said, ‘‘and I hail it with joy.” 

If this measure is to be killed, said Mr. 
Wright, let it be killed in the senate and 
not in the house. Mr. Wright spoke of 
a street railroad in Rome bonded at $100,- 
(00, which made returns of only $19,000. 
He had the returns raised to about $50,000 
by applying to the comptroller general, 
but still, he contended, that was not 
enough. 

“The common people of the state are 
bearing the burdens of taxation today,” 
Mr. Wright said, ‘“‘but the common peo- 
ple are not here in the lobbies of the Kim- 
ball house pouring devilish lies into the 
ears of their“representatives. They are 
not overrunning the corridors of your 
capitol trying to put down good legisla- 
tion. But the railroad magnates and 
officials are here to take care of them- 
selves and to see that no legislation is 
permjtted to pass which imposes upon 
them just and proper tax. 

“TI tell you I’m tired of it,’’ Mr. Wright 
declared. ‘‘This system of lobbying car- 
ried on in this capitol has got to stop. 
There is not a measure that comes before 
this house affecting a corporation but 
we are pounced upon by these infernal 
lobbyists. I tell you this infernal prac- 
tice has got to stop.”’ 

Mr. Wright concluded with an appeal 
for the prompt passage of the bill. 

Treat All Alike, Says Everett. 

Mr. Everett, of Stewart, declared that 
the railroads, were ngt the only tax 
dodgers in the state. ‘I don’t believe the 
railroads pay what they ought to pay, 
but they are not the only people who 
stand on that footing. The farmers are 
dodging taxes and the merchants are 
dodging them. 

“If you are going to remedy this evil,” 
Mr. Stewart said, ‘‘begin at the bottom. 
Don't single out the railroads or any 
other class as a target, but go for all. 
What you want, gentlemen, is a board 
of tax assessors in every county in this 
state. You want a law that will get at 
all property alike, and make it all give 
in proper returns. I will vote for such a 
measure as that; I will vote for a meas- 
ure that will get at all property alike, 
but I do not see any reason why this 
measure should pass.” 

Mr. Tumlin, of Carroll, agreed with the 
position taken by Mr. Everett, of Stew- 
art, as to county boards of tax assess- 
ors. 

Mr. Park, of Greene, opposed the bill 
cn the ground that it was unjust and 
discriminating legislation against the 
railroads. He considered the preserit sys- 
tem of getting at the tax valuation by 
arbitration all that was necessary. It 
fully protected the state, he said, and he 
considered it better than the measure 
now under discussion. 


Major Gary Against It. 

Mr. Gary, of Richmond, said that some 
such legislation as this had been enact- 
ed twenty years ago, and following it 
nearly every railroad in the state had 
gone into the hands of a receiver. Twen- 
ty years ago Georgia was ahead of all 
the southern states in manufacturing, 
but now other states were in the front 
rank, he declared. He thought it was 
due to the treatment the corporations 
had received at the hands of the state 
legislature. Mr. Gary considered that 
the money now raised in Georgia by tax- 
ation was sufficient to meet all needs if 
judiciously administered. 

“If you want to repair the state's 
finances,’’ Major Gary argued, “do it by 
putting the public schools on a constitu- 
tional basis, and by making all pensions 
indigent pensions. Teach in the public 
schools only the elementar? branches of 
an English education, as the constitution 
requires, and let your pensioners be such 
as need the state’s bounty. If you are

going to pass a law like this, let it apply 
equally to all and don’t single out one 
class and put the burden upon it.” 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, made reply to some 
of the arguments of Mr. Everett, of 
Stewart, introducing numerous figures in 
Support of his statements. He said the 
Georgia and Alabama railroad was re- 
turned at $1,000,000, while Poor’s manual 
showed it was worth $16,000,000. Figures, 
he deciared, did not lie. 

Mr. Hall declared in answer to Mr. Toom- 
er, of Ware, that this law would be 
constitutional, He did not think the pas- 
sage of the franchise tax bill would rem- 
edy the evil. 

Mr. Wright declared it was not the 
purposé of this bill to oppress the rail- 
roads, but simply to amend a law which 
was an admitted failure.

In Chicago and other parts of that 
section the mercury registered 16, in Nash- 
ville it stopped at 32, or freezing point, 
and the lowest yesterday in Atlanta up to 
5 o'clock was 43. It is predicted, however, 
that things will be doing today with the 
quicksilver ball, and the man that keeps 
s lookout for squalls and fair weather, 
said yesterday there might be some busi- 
ness done by the mercury today around 
the 32 mark, or even below freezing. 

It will be goodby today to any belated 
crops in Georgia, said the weather man. 
Luckily, however, the crops are not in the 
field to be caught out, for, with the pos- 
sible exception of a trifling amount of 
tardy cotton in the extreme southern por- 
tion of the state, all crops are harvested. 

The cold snap came very suddenly and 
caught many in a state of unprepared- 
ness, especially on account of unusually 
springlike atmospheric conditions that 
preceded. J. B. Marbury, local forecaster, 
is authority for the statement that only 
twice before ‘in the last twenty-three 
vears have such mild spells at this sea- 
son been known, in 1886 and in 1891. 

As explained by Mr. Marbury, the rain 
of yesterday morning was due fo the 
sudden advent of the cold wind contacting 
the warm, moist atmosphere from the At- 
lantic.

Blaleck’s Resolution on Public Prop 
erty Fund Favorably Reported. 


ATLANTA’S CHARTER BILLS 


They Will Come Up in Committee on 
Friday—Southern Railroad Bill 
Up—Committee on Constitu- 
tional Amendments Is 
Getting To Work.

The appropriations committee of the 
house reversed its action on the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ home appropriation Dill 
vesterday, and after hearing from Presi- 
Ww. L. Colhoun recommended favor- 
ably the bill carrying an appropriation 
of $20,000 for maintenance, furnishing and 
equipment of the home for the year 1902. 

At a former meeting the committee 
cut the appropriation down to $15,000, but 
the bill was recommitted for a further 
hearing. President Calhoun and Secre- 
tary W. H. Harrison appeared before the 
committee and showed that on account 
of the destruction of the home and the 
increased number of inmates coming In, 
the full amount asked for- would be nec- 
essary. 

l"pon this showing the committee re- 
considered its action and recommended 
the appropriation of the full $20,000. This, 
of ¢ is in addition to the $19,500 in- 
surance money which will be appropri- 
ated tor rebuilding. 

Blalock’s Resolution. 

Chairman A. O. Blalock’'s resolution to 
appropriate $325,880 from the public prop- 
erty fund to the payment of the interest 
on the bonded debt for 1902, was unani- 
mously reported back to the house with 
the recommendation that it do pass. 

The members had been giving this mat- 
ter some thought since the last meet- 
ing, and evidently came to the conclusion 
that the interest was a part of the bond- 
ed debt. In addition to this, Chairman 
Blalock stated that Treasurer Park told 
him he so considered the interést and did 
not well how it could be viewed in 
any other light. This view of the matter 
taken by the treasurer evidently had some 
weight with the committee. The matter 
will be reported back to the house at 
onee and will probably come up within 
the next day or two. 


Hall Bill Discussed. 

An interesting feature before the gen- 
eral judiciary committee of the house 
was the bill by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, to re- 
quire all railroad companies doing busi- 
ness in the state to be chartered under 
the Georgia laws. 

The measure was taken up and discuss- 
ed for an hour or more. It is generally 
conceded that this measure is aimed at 
the Southern Railway Company, and, in 
fact. the bill is called the Southern rail- 
way bill around the capitol. Mr. Hall 
appeared before the committee in the in- 
terests of the measure and Hon. Hamil- 
ton McWhorter was there for the other 
side. The question was argued at some 
length and _ “further consideration was 
finally postponed until Friday afternoon. 


Atlanta Charter Bills. 

The general judiciary committee has not 
vet had up the bills providing for amend- 
ments to Atlanta’s charter, but they will 
come up for consideration on Friday af- 
ternoon, when the next meeting of the 


committeee will be held. 

In the meantime the bills will be sent 
hack to the house for the purpose @ 
having them read a second time and re- 
referred to the committeé.* This step will 
he taken to save time, so that when the 
committee reports on them they may be 
taken up at once for a third reading and 
action. 

it is expected there will be a lively tifae 
hefore the committee on Friday after- 
noon. A committee from the city coun- 
cil will be present to urge the amend- 
ments, while attorneys representing dif- 
ferent interests will be there to engage 
in the fight against them. 

Constitutional Amendments. 

The joint committee on constitutional 
amendments held its second meeting in 
the messenger’s room of the senate yes- 
terday afternoon, Senator Bell, the ehair- 
man, presiding. 

A resolution was adopted providing that 
the committee consisting of fifteen mem- 
bers be divided into five sub-committees 
cf three members each, and to éach of 
these. sub-committees two or three of the 
articles of the present constitution will 
be assigned for consideration. Then all 
of the proposed constitutional amend- 
ments relating to the sections in charge 
of a particular sub-committee will be as- 
signed to that committee. 

All of the bills pending in the senate 
and house relating to constitutional 
amendments have been turned over to this 
committee and they will be parceled out 
among the sub-committees as soon as 
these have been appointed. 

It was decided for the present the com- 
mittee will meet on Tuesdays, Thursdedys

CHARTER OF CITY 
WILL BE REVISED 


Council Yesterday Afternoon Adopted 
the Adams Resolution. 


COMMITTEE TO BE NAMED 


Provision Has Been Made for the 
Widening of the West Side of 
Whitehall Street Between 
Fair and Brotherton 
Streets.

During the meeting of council yesterday 
afternoon the Adams resolution provid- 
ing for the apointment of a committee 
of fifty-six to revise the city charter was 
unanimously adopted without discussion. 
The paper was introduced at the last meet 
ing of council, but, owing to the absence 
of several members, was laid on the table 
upon motion of its author. 

The original resolution called for the 
appointment by the mayor of a commit- 
tee of forty-nine, but Councilman Adams 
yesterday offered two amendments, one 
providing that the mayor and city attor- 
ney and tive members of the new coun- 
cil be added to the committee, and a seéc- 
ond amendment to the effect that the 
members of the committee will serve 
without compensation. 

lt was then in order to consider the new 
plumbing ordinance introduced by Al- 
derman Pierce, but Councilman Kontz 
moved that, owing to the extreme length 
of the paper, the ordinance be taken up 
at a special meeting to be held this af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock. Council voted to 
take this action. 

Upon motion of Councilman Barrett, At- 
torney James E. Warren, who will be 
a member of the new council, was invited 
to occupy a chair within the council 
railing. The petition of the Atlanta Hu- 
mane Society to have certain changes 
made in the city code was referred to 
the ordinance committee. Citizens resid- 
ing in the vicinity of the corner of Luckie 
and Bartow streets filed .a petition ask- 
ing that the Atlanta Dairy Company be 
not granted a permit to continue the sta- 
bles at the place named. The paper was 
referred to the sanitary committee and 
the city attorney for consideration. 

The bridges committee reported that 
the viaduct would be formally turned 
over to the city in about thirty days, 
and that in the meantime an appropriate 
programme of public exercises would be 
prepared for the occasion. The report 
was adopted. 

Will Widen Whitehall. 

The recommendation of the finance 
committee that the matter of widening 
Whitehall street from a point near Fair 
street to a point above Brotherton street 
be referred to the street committee, the 
city attorney and the city engineer was 
adopted. Later the aldermanic board 
also took favorable action on the matter. 
The rules designed to govern the health 
ollice of the city were held up for two 
weeks upon motion of Councilman Grady. 
The rules had been recommended by the 
board of health and had been referred to 
the ordinance committee to be arranged 
in the shape of an ordinance. The com- 
mittee had suggested one change and 
Mr. Grady was of the opinion that the 
members of council should familiarize 
themselves with the rules before action 
was taken. 

Council adopted the ordinance proposed 
by. Councilman Longino requiring prop- 
erty owners to remove weeds from side- 
walks in front of their property. The 
recommendation of the board of electrt- 
cal control and finance committee that 
the finance committee of 1902 be urged to 
appropriate at the first of the year an 
amount sufficient to put the police and 
fire alarm wires underground was Aaiso 
adopted. 

An invitation to attend this evening the 
fair given by the ladies of the German 
Lutheran church was accepted by coun- 
cil. The invitation was submitted by R. 
C. Bosche on behalf of the invitation com- 
mittee of the fair. 

The salary committee, of which Coun- 
cilman Glass is chairman, reported ad- 
verseivy on the proposition to increase the 
pay of the janitor of the city hall and 
have him designated as ‘‘custodian.”’ The 
report was adopted. 

The recommendation of the mayor that 
a special committee be named to draft 
appropriate resolutions touching the 
death of Hon. Porter King was adopted 
by a unanimous vote and Messrs. Welch, 
Glass and Johnson were appointed to 


compose that committee, which will re- 
port at the next meeting of council.

VISITORS PRAISE CITY 
BUT THEY MARVEL 
AT THE DEPOT. 


M. Strien and B. F. Dennissen, of 
Philadelphia, Are Here. 


TALK OF LIBRARY WORK 


Mr. Strien Established the Musical 
Section of the Carnegie Libra- 
ry When on a Former Visit 
to Atlanta.

M. Strien, business manager, and B. F. 
Dennisson, treasurer Of the American 
Baptist Publication Society, of Philadel- 
phia, @re in the city, the guests of F. J. 


Paxon. 
Mr. Strien will be remembered as the 


founder of the musical alcove in the At- 


lanta library. Five years ago when Mr. 
Strien was on a visit here with Mr. Paxon 
he visited the library, then located on 
Marietta street. On this occasion Mr. 
Strien remarked on the absence of musi- 
cal literature in the library and volun- 
teered to send a number of volumes he 
owned as a gift to the Atlanta institution. 

Mr. Paxon then suggested to Mr. Strien 
the founding of a section in the library to 
be known as the Strien musical depart- 
ment. The suggestion was readily accept- 
ed by Mr. Strien and from the nucleus of 
his first gift and subsequent ones as well 
as through his personal efforts in secur- 
ing donations from friends of musical 
volumes, the Strien alcove was establish- 
ed and has grown to its present splendid 
proportions. 

This department of the library now con- 
tafns between 450 and 600 volumes, in- 
cluding many of the choicest works of 
musical composers and authors, Since the 
inception of this départment it has been 
the self-appointed work of Mr. Strien to 
keep on the alert for rare and interesting 
volumes for the library here, the present 
splendid collection attesting the success 
that has attended his efforts. 

Speaking yesterday of the new Carnegie 
library here, Mr. Strien classed it as the 
most magnificent building devoted to the 
purpose and the most complete and valu- 
able collection of volumes to be claimed 
by any city of Atlanta’s size in the coun- 
try. 

This statement comes from one who is 
unusually well capacitated to speak in 
the premises, Mr. Strien having been as- 
sociated with the American Baptist Pub- 
lication Society for the past thirty-four 
years and in that time having traveled 
almost constantly into every part of the 
union. In this way he has come into close 
contact with similar institutions through- 
out the country. 

“Atlanta's library is a magnificent in- 
stitution,” said Mr. Strien, ‘‘complete and 
magnificent in its appointments and de- 
tails. The library in Dallas, Tex., is a 
splendid one, but it is not as large as that 
in Atlanta. 

‘The library here will compare favor- 
ably with any in the United States and, 
for the size of the city, I do not hesitate 
to say it is the most elegant and most 
complete. 

‘And the library is certainly most for- 
tunate in the possession of Miss Wallace 
as its librarian. I have seen the work of 
others elsewhere in similar capacities, 
but rarely hAve I seen the equal and 
never the superior: of Miss Wallace in 
ability as'a librarian.” 

Mr. Strien spoke’ enthusiastically of At- 
lanta and its marvelous growth and of 
the enterprise to be noted here on every 
hand. 

“Milanta is certainly a remarkable 
place,’’ he said, “truly the garden spot of 
the south. [I have many friends here and 
have made frequent visits to the city in 
the past. [ never come but what 
[ see some added feature indica- 
tive of the progress and pros- 
perity of the people and of the 
place and always do I find semething new 
to admire. I look forward each time with 
greatest pleasure to my visit here. 

“It is wonderful to note the improve- 
ments constantly going on in Atlanta. Of 
course they must be evident to residents 
here, but upon vis.cors like myself the 
impression they create is highly favorable 
to Atlanta and its people. 

“There is but one feature of the entire 
city that does not reflect credit upon the 
place—that is the depot here. How can 
the present place be tolerated? It is utter- 
ly out of keeping with this magnificent 
city, one that should claim no place in a 
metropolis like Atlanta.’’ 

When reference was made by Mr. Strien 
to Atlanta’s depot Mr. Dennisson, who 
was present at the interview, also took 
part in the conversation. 

“It is certainly true that the Atlanta de- 
pot is something awful. I am at a loss 
to understand how it can exist here. 

“Atlanta is without question the great- 
est city of the south—the New York of 
this part of the union. One may go to 
other southern cities and relying upon 
descriptions meet with disappointments. 
Not so with Atlanta, for there is no over- 
estimating the enterprise and progress so 
manifest in numberless ways. 

“I had the pleasure of visiting Atlanta 
some five years ago when the convention 
of bankers was held here. It wag remark- 
able to note the prosperity and general 
metropolitan air universally in evidence. 
But in these five years that have elapsed 
never have I seen as wonderful an im- 
provement in any place. The superb build- 
ings that have gone up, the splendid resi- 
dences and more even than any other im- 
provement is noticeable the Whitehall 
Street viaduct. This is indeed a wonderful 
improvement, one which 1 should think 
would prove of incalculable value to the 
city. 

“But the depot here! It is a disgrace to 
Atlanta. I cannot understand its exist- 
ence in this queen city of the south. At- 


lanta should certainly have another de- 
pot, consistent with the beauty and the 
enterprise of the place,”

The motion of Mr. Perry, of Gwinnett, 
that the bill be reported back by the 
committee of the whole, with the recom- 
mendation that it do pass, was lost by a 
vote of 47 to 59. Chairman Hardwick 
thereupon reported the bill back with 
the recommendation that it do not pass, 
and the yeas and nays were called for 
by Mr. Hall upon the motion to adopt 
the unfavorable report of the committee. 
The call was sustained and the yote stood 
69 in favor of agreeing to the unfavora- 
ble report of the committee and 41 
against. The unfavorable report being 
adopted, the bill was lost. 

The house adopted the senate resolu- 
tion providing for a committee of two 
from the senate and three from the house 
to confer with architects and find out 
what it will cost to repair and put In 
good order the capitol building. The 
building was leaking yesterday during 
the rain and is very much in need of 
attention. 

A resolution providing that the inherit- 
ance tax bill by Mr. Hitch, of Chatham, 
be made the special order for Tuesday, 
November 12, at 10 o’clocK a. m., was 
referred to the committee on rules. 

The senate resolution providing that 
all bills providing for constitutional 
amendments be referred to the joint com- 
mittee on constitutional amendments 
was taken up and passed. 

The house decided by resolution to meet 
hereafter at 9:30 a. m. and adjourn at 1 
o'clock, changing the hours from 9 to 12:30, 
as they have stood heretofore.

gift or grant of any character whatever other 
than such as may be extended to the public 
generally, and to provide penalties for the vio- 
lution of this act. 

By Mr. Frederick, of Macon: To 
unlawful to buy spirituous or malt 
any county or municipality in the state 
the sale of such liquors is prohibited by 
and to provide a penalty for same. 

By Mr, Hall, of Bibb: Te authorize the gov- 
érnor and treasurer of this state to issue 3 
per cent bonds for the purpose of paying off 
and retiring certain past due bonds of the 
state issued by Charles J. Mclonald, governor, 
and countersigned by J. Crawford, president 
of the board of commissioners of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, which said past due 
bonds are more fully identified in this act by 
numbers, date of issue and date of maturity.
